Hut 
the end of all the problems surround­ 
ing the welfare of our soldiers at home 
and abroad is still far away. 
Only 
shortsighted people or shirkers would 
think of using the ex pected cessation 
of hostilities as an ex cuse for their 
failure to contribute to the United 
War Work fund during the present 
campaign. 
Seven great welfare agencies are in­ 
cluded in this campaign for funds. 
They are the Y. M. C. A., the Y. W. 
C. A., the National Catholic War Coun­ 
cil, the War Camp Community Service, 
♦he Jewish Welfare Board, the Amer­ 
ican Library Association and the Sal­ 
vation Army. 
Each is performing a 
distinctive and useful service. 
It should not be necessary today to 
describe the activities of these various 
organizations. 
Their work has been 
reviewed again and again in many 
publications, and every man or woman 
with friends and relatives in the serv­ 
ice must have heard a good deal at 
first hand of the generous and noble 
work of one or more of them. 
Dr. John R. Mott, who is director- 
general of the campaign, gives one big 
reason for continuing the service ren­ 
dered by these groups of workers. 
“The period of demobilization should 
not be allowed to become one of de­ 
moralization.” 
Until the boys are all home again 
and established in the lines of work 
they may choose, some such work as 
that done by these organizations will 
continue to be necessary.

The American Library Association, 
one of the welfare organizations rep­ 
resented in the United War Works 
campaign, has published a list of the 
things it has done in its war service 
work during the year from June, 19 17, 
to June, 19 18. 
The list is of interest 
to soldiers and civilians alike. 
In that year it erected thirty-six 
camp library buildings and established 
forty-one large camp libraries. It sup­ 
plied ninety-one hospitals and Red 
Cross houses with books. 
It put 200 
trained librarians into the war library 
work. 
It supplied 235 naval stations 
and vessels with libraries. It equipped 
236 small camps and military posts 
writh books. It placed branch libraries 
a nd stations in 1323 Y. M. C. A. and 
K. of C. huts, in barracks and mess 
halls. 
It shipped 
300,000 books over­ 
seas. 
It purchased 400,000 technical 
books wanted by men in service. 
It 
collected and made available for use 
2,500,000 gift books and distributed 
6,000,0<l0 gift magazines. 
The boys still want, books and maga­ 
zines, and ( the library war service 
work of thje A. L. A. is still going 
forward. 
Perhaps no one who has not 
been in the army or navy can appre­ 
ciate how much those books and mag­ 
a zines mea n to our boys. 
People who have given books or 
money once may read over that list 
with a yttle pride in the k contribu­ 
tion.
